9. (currently amended) ITjie method of Claim 7, wherein the aggregation location is an 
order aggregation site.

15. (currently amdnded) The method of Claim 7, wherein identifying the aggregation 
location comprises:

19. (new) The method of Claim 1, wherein the location comprises: 

a set of temporary bulk storage facilities that provide a selection of appropriate 
environments to temporarily store products; 

an order aggregation facility where products picked from the temporary bulk 
storage facilities can lie physically aggregated; 

loading and^nloading docks for trucks to deliver and pick up shipments; 

a recipient vehicle loading and unloading facility for transferring items to 
consumers; / 

a communications system configured to electronically communicate with 
merchants arid consumers; and 

a computing system configured to coordinate transfers of items from merchants to 
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
